Katherine (Kay) G. Lange, 
prize-winning sculptress

-Katherine (Kay) G. Lange exhib¬ 
ited and often won prizes for her 
sculptures in the Cleveland Museum 
of Art’s annual May Shows from 1935 
through most of the 1950s. 

She also showed her works in the 
Sculpture of Our Time show at the 
museum in 1937. 

An art critic in 1946 called Mrs. 
Lange one of Clevelands more tal¬ 
ented sculptors whose “beautifully 
modeled imaginative figures vie with 
the excellent likenesses she achieves 
when her subjects are heads and fig¬ 
ures.” 

Mrs. Lange, 88, died of pneumonia 
Sunday at her home in Shaker 
Heights. 

She was bom in Cleveland. She 
graduated from Laurel School in 
Shaker Heights in 1920. 

After graduating from Smith Col¬ 
lege in 1924, her parents took the 
family to Paris. Mrs. Lange became 
interested in art during her yearlong 
stay there. 

She attended art classes, concen¬ 
trating on charcoal sketching. Then, 
she studied painting. 

In 1928, Mrs. Lange decided to 
continue her art training at the 
Cleveland Institute of Art. But she 
was informed that she would have to 
enter as a freshman. 

Undaunted, she signed up for the 
five-year course, majoring in sculp¬ 
ture. She graduated in 1933. 


Mrs. Lange was known for cre¬ 
ating figure studies in bronze and for 
her stone carvings. She designed a 
custom studio in her Shaker Heights 
home where she worked and dis¬ 
played her completed art pieces. 

She conducted drawing classes for 
the rehabilitation clinic at Crile Vet¬ 
erans Hospital. 

She served as chairman of the Ju¬ 
nior Council of the Museum of Art 
and was devoted to the Art Associa¬ 
tion, an organization that helped 
many young artists to achieve recog¬ 
nition for their work. She was a past 
president of the Women’s Associa¬ 
tion of the Cleveland Institute of Art. 

Mrs. Lange also belonged to the 
Garden Center of Greater Cleveland. 
In the 1950s and 1960s, she worked 
in the antiques department for its an¬ 
nual White Elephant Sale. 

She loved the opera and rarely 
missed the Metropolitan Opera’s per¬ 
formances in Cleveland. 

Mrs. Lange was a member of the 
Kirtland Country Club, Union Club, 
Intown Club and Topics, a small is- 
sues-oriented organization. 

Her husband, Oscar J., a Cleveland 
insurance executive, died in 1986. 

Surviving are a son, Andrew of 
Piedmont, Calif.; daughter, Carolyn 
Udvardy of Bristol, R.I.; 10 grand¬ 
children; and three great-grandchil¬ 
dren.
